Post  has  an  active  and  long-standing  anti-money  laundering 
and  anti-terrorism  financing  program  coordinated  by  TFCO, 
operated  by  the  Department  of  Treasury, s Office  of  Technical 
Assistance  and  financed  through  USAID, s Support  for  East 
European  Democracy  (SEED)  fund.  However,  Seed-funded 
programs  are  being  phased  out  in  the  face  of  Romania, s 
accession  to  the  European  Union,  to  take  place  on  January  1, 

11_2007.  Post  will  continue  to  closely  interact  with  GOR 
counterparts,  but  will  lack  the  previous  resources  available 
to  provide  relevant  training  to  anti-money  laundering 
authorities.  Post  has  identified  several  areas  in  need  of 
continued  assistance,  including  improving  supervision  of 
casinos,  exchange  houses,  insurance  houses,  securities
